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Tlic ANSWERS made by the Deputy to the Lord Treasurer’s Remembrancer of 
the Court of Exchequer in Ireland to the several Questions put by Order of the 
House of Commons of the 16th of April 1821. 



(O — That there be laid before the House, 
a Copy of the Order made by the Court of 
Exchequer in Ireland for charging the Fees 
in English currency. 



(2.) — That there be laid before the House, 
a Return of the number of Causes set down 
for hearing in the Court of Exchequer in 
Ireland, and of the Number of Decrees pro- 
nounced, within the last ten years; distin- 
guishing between the Law, Equity and Reve- 
nue Cases. 

( 3 -) — That there be laid before the House,

Answer: — There is no such Order, nor 
any Order to this effect in this department ;
